Remaining claims 1 , 5, 6, 9 - 15, 19, 20, 23 - 31 , and 37 - 40 are allowed. The 
prior art of record fail to teach method and system of operating a star tracker or 
determining inertial attitude or angular velocity of a vehicle, comprising, among other 
limitations, determining and calculating multiple stay-out zones including both circular 
and non-circular stay-out zones associated with at least an object; listing at least one 
star inside the zone in an exclusion list; determining a subset of the object in that zone; 
flagging star catalog or database entries, corresponding to the star listed in the 
exclusion list, as excluded from consideration by an attitude determination algorithm or 
angular velocity determination algorithm - the exclusion being from a field of view within 
the zone to form a revised database, star catalog, or star sub-catalog -, wherein 
excluding the star depends on the brightness and the brightness having a first and 
second magnitude, the second magnitude being different from the first magnitude.
